But the news hounds, un- 
daunted, several times tried to batter 
their way through the privacy of the 
honeymooners’ bedroom door. 

Mr. Berlin finally went to the tel- 
ephone in an adjoining room and 
called his best pal on the present trip, 
Arch Selwyn, who is staying at the 
and declared: 

“Arch, I am so ‘blankety blank’ 
fed up on _ these 
newspaper guys that I have decided 
to give up our European honeymoon 
trip and want to slip back to New 
York on the first available boat, pref- 
erably the Leviathan on Tuesday, if 
there is nothing sooner.

Here is 
the thesis which he lays down to 
guide us in our dealings with our 
debtors. “The entire foreign,debt is 
not worth as much to the American 
people in dollars and cents as 1s a 
prosperous Europe as a customer.” 
Here is an application of the. philos- 
the old adage, “Don’t kill 
the goose that lays the golden egg.’’ 

Here is another appeal to what is 
sometimes called “the enlightened 
selfishness’’ of a nation. The great 
trouble is that selfishness is so sel- 
dom enlightened. Where one is look- 
ing entirely to his own interests, and 
possessed with a passion for his own 
welfare, he is unable to see that the 
interest and welfare of the other fel- 
low is indissolubly bound up with his 
highest interests. It is just this kind 
of national selfishness, which has been 
masquerading in our land ever since 
ihe armistice in the clothes of patriot- 
ism. It is the fatal failure to see that 
ultimately the happiness and pros- 
perity of one nation is vitally con- 
nected with the happiness and pros- 
perity of all the nations 

Failure of Proverbs. 

In the end the “enlightened-selfish- 
ness’ policy is poor business, and 
worse morality. Your cold, unsenti- 
mental business man _ will readily 
agree that he must not kill the goose, 
but he will be so intent upon gather- 
ing the golden eggs that nine times 


out of ten he will leave the poor goose 
to starve, or at any moment the goose 
ceases to contribute as many eggs as 
he thinks should be yielded, he is 
very apt to decide to dine on goose. 
It is like that other old adage, “‘Hon- 
esty is the best policy.”’ It is all 
right so long as the policy yields ma- 
terial results, but you instinctively 
know that the moment the man loses 
faith in the poliey, honesty will fade 
from the picture. I would hate to 
be the goose whose life depended upon 
the “enlightened selfishness’’ of my 
owner. 1 hate to deal with men 
whose honesty is only a policy. 

I sm sure it is clear to the dullest 
business man in America that if we 
should tax our European debtors to 
pay us our debts to the point where 


we would destroy their purchasing 
power, we would be doing a fatally 
foolish thing. My point is, however, 
that if the interest of our people in

War must 
not be used against us, and we will 
never go to war save in our own be- 
half--for example, the collection of 
our debts. 


Mr. Mellon frankly appeals to our 
people to take whatever we can get 
from our debtors, on the ground that 
threatened force would only result in 
repudiation, or “‘to make a China of 
Italy,’ for example. I have repeat- 


edly appealed in this column to the 
instinct of the American busi- 
ness man, to seek first the “good 
will” of the nations of the world. in 
the faith that all other needed things 
will be included in that. But I am 
profoundly convineed that only “good 
will’ can beget “good will.’’ That 
good will still lives in the heart of 
America, It found ifs finest  ex- 
pression when it sent our boys to 
France.

The second factor is the divergence 
of interests among the nations, which 
makes extremely difficult the drafting 
of an acceptable general plan.

a state bond issue for the. purpose of 
completing the entire state system of 
highways within the next seven years. 


Union county joins most heartily 
with that spirit. Highways which are 
assured through the Georgia 


mountains will give health and _ rec- 
reation and summer homes to those 
who -want and need these blessings in 
the higher altitudes of our state, but 
Georgia needs paved roads throughout 
her borders—from Brunswick by the 
sea to Blairsville by the sky—and 
each county is entitled to its share of 
paved highways which only a_ state 
bond issue ean bring within the pres- 
ent generation. 

The fact that Georgia’s highway 
bridges have about all been com- 
pleted, and half of our 6,000 miles of 


state road mileage is now ready for 
paving, all points to the simple truth 
that now is the time to vote state 
bonds to the limit of our gas tax and 
complete the whole job of getting 
Georgia out of the mud within the 
next seven years, 

Without one single highway route 
connected up and paved from one 


end of the state to the other, and 
when we are facing a reduction or 
even a discontinuance of federal aid 
funds after 1926, are we going to 
keep on dribbling out our gas tax 
and borrowing money from the coun- 
ties for the construction of our state 
highways? 

How many more counties can be 
expected to vote local bond issues and 
lonn their money to the state, unless 
the state is now ready to provide 
adequate funds for a seven-year pro- 
gram to complete the job? Within 
the past few months the counties have 


'honded themselves for over $6,000,000 


for road work on the state system, 
and since 1919 the counties have 
loaned the state about $18,000,000 
for this purpose. but how long do the 
people expect this sort of thing to 
continue? And even if we expect the 
counties to raise the same amount 
during the next half dozen years how 
far will that method go toward paving 
all state highways? How long can 
the counties be expected to believe 
and act on the promises that “the 
state is ready to match each county 
on a 79-25 basis?” 

Some counties are beginning to 


wake up to the fact now that the 
state is not ready to match them on 
that basis. The gas tax has been 
ears in advance to only 
a few counties, and unless the Jaw is 
changed and a state bond issue 18 pro- 
vided so that all counties will be 
given their needed road projects with- 
in the next few years we may expect 
to see a sentiment of disappointment 
and disgust sweep out a certain office 
in the capitol and perhaps go too far 
in reforming a most useful depart- 
ment which is only suffering now 
from lack of funds and from a pro- 
fusion of promises which cannot pos- 
sibly be fulfilled under present con- 
ditions. 

All hail! to the counties which 
have bonded themselves and loaned 
their money to the state for good 
roads! Can Georgia expect te con- 
tinue working on this basis if she ex- 
pects to complete her highway sys- 
tem from county seat to county seat 
within the present generation? 

We are informed that. most of these 
counties voted their taxable limit, but 
how can Georgia, as a state, profit 
by this record until the entire state 
system of highways is completely 
paved? Other counties will soon 
add their local bond issues to the list, 
and in all fairness to these counties, 
as well as in all justice to the coun- 
ties unable to vote bonds for good 
roads, our state shoul! go just as far 
as our gas tax will permit in the 
matter of a state bond issue at this 
time of golden opportunity.

I believe. the conspicuous failure of 
justice in Chicago put into the minds 
of tens of thousands of boys: and 
young men in this country that they 
could commit crime and go unpunish- 
ed because they were young men or 
boys. When a person of criminal 
inclination reads of the successful 
perpetuation of crime—a holdap or a 
robbery of any kind, he says to him- 
self, “How easy that was,’ and he 
begins at once to plan a repetition 
of the offense in the hope of being 
equally successful.

Civilization has a new “victim.” 
According to local officials in the 
Hebrides, a group of islands off the 
west ,coast of Scotland, the radio, 
cross-word puzzles and other modern 
ideas are threatening to spoil the 
islanders and remove all the pictures- 
queness of the country of the crofters, 
as the Highland farmers of the district 
are known, Already, they complain, 
the traditional oatmeal has been ahan- 
doned for more luxurioug fare of tea, 
white bread and jam, a change which 
the authorities ot the region declare is 
‘“Jietetic folly.” 

‘Although the Hebrides have been 
almost within gunshot of some of the 


great steamship highways between the 


old world and the new, they include 
some of the wildest and ieast known 
sections in the British Isles,” says a 
bulletin from the Washington, D. C., 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphis society. “Waves that toss 
voyagers on the so-called ‘short route” 
to América, which passes between the 
Hebrides and the porth of Ireland, 
have, until recently, washed ashore 
little to change the inhabitants from 
those who bled with Wallace. 
“Like two flotillas of stone-turreted 
battle cruisers the Hebrides are strung 
along the west coast of Scotland, 
mainly parallel with the coast. The 
islands are roughly divided into two 
groups, the Outer and the Inner 
Hebrides, separated by the Minch and 
the Little Minch, wide channels of 
water, from each other. The separa- 
tion, however, is geological as well as 
geographical. The Outer Hebrides 
hate a foundation of gneiss, a granite- 
like zock, while the Inner Hebrides, 
or at least the more northerly of 
them, lie on trap rock. In popular 
parlance, the two groups are often 
referred to as the ‘Western Islands.’ 
“As the Hebrides lie along the gulf 
stream the climate on the islands is 
mild, but exceedingly humid. The 
rainfall averages 42 inches in some 
places, as compared with New York 
city’s yearly average of 3 to 4 inches.

Direct government control of grain 
and gther products was proposed in a 
bill introduced in the senate by NSen- 
ator Frazier, republican, North Da- 
kota, and one presented in the house 
by Representative Little, democrat, 
sens. Though dissimilar, the meas- 
ures both are intended to relieve the 
farmer of violent price fluctuations 
and to insure «ale of surplus crops. 

Senator Frazier’s bill would appro- 
priate $200,000,000 to create a federal 
marketing board to handle corn, 
wheat and cotton. Representative Lit- 
tle’s proposal seeks to set aside 4100,- 
000.000 for a revolving fund to be 
nsed by the government to establish 


bonded elevators, store wheat in them, | 


and sell it, at home and abroad, at 
prices calculated to bring the grow- 
ers fnir returns. 


COOLIDGE STANDING PAT 
AGAINST PRICE-FIXING. 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and/| 
The 


Chieago Tribune.) 

Washington, January 16.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge, it is learned, takes em- 
phatic exception to the interpretation 
of Secretary of Agriculture Jardine’s 
recent official statements as denoting 
a surrender or concession by the ad- 
ministration to the demand in the 
corn belt for legislation artificially 
to boost the price of farm products on 
the domestic market. 

The president, in his Chicago 
speech on agricultural problems, did 
not mention the proposition of en- 
hancing domestic prices through con- 
trol of the exportable crop surplus. 
Therefore, the corn belt exhibited 
considerable dissatisfaction, following 
which Secretary Jardine issued two 
statements. "The first one stated that 
he would call a series of farm con- 
ferences to consider surplus control. 
The second stated that he believed 
the Dickinson bill contained the germ 
of a solution of the surplus control 
problem. 

Has Not Receded Iota. 


According to the president’s view, 
the administration has not receded one 
jota from his Chicago declaration 
against price-fixing legislation. Mr. 
Coolidge regards Secretary Jardine’s 
announcements as in line with the 
pronouncements of the Chicago speech 
that any sound, economic solution 
would be welcomed. The surplus con- 
trol question is being studied in ac- 
cord with this policy. 

The Dickinson bill, it was learned, 
fis far from acceptable to the presi- 
dent. Mr. Coolidge is said to have 
raised the question whether this bill 
does not propose, in effect, an indi- 
rect fixing of prices on farm products. 
The bill provides for the segrega- 
tion of the export surplus and its 
sale abroad for what it will bring. 
That segregation, according to the 
theory of the measure, would operate 
to raise the price on the remainder 
of the crop at home. 

Former Governor Lowden, of Illi- 
nois, the potential eandidate for the 
republican nomination for president 
in 1928, is leading the movement for 
legislation along the line of the Dick- 
inson bill. The line of cleavage be- 
tween the president and Mr. Lowden 
on this question is beginning to ap- 
pear.

Zoning Not Favored. 

“IT do not believe the legislature 
nor the people will ever approve any 
plaa or zoning system that does not 
give every county seat a state road 
nor will they approve a plan to buiil 
a few trunk lines making the great 
majority of the counties wait three 
to five years before any state road 
building is done for them. Let the 
bond-issue program start constructivo 
simultaneously in each of the 51 senz- 
torial districts—reach every section oi 
the state at once. 

“The counties should not be asked 
to bond themselves to help build s::te 
roads. They need all their credit 
for their lateral roads, and for school 
buildings, school maintenance and 
other county improvement. The state 
has ample credit to build the state 
roads and to construct buildings for 
the state schools.”

Collection, Now Property of 
Communist State, Placed 
On Display. 


Moscow, January 16.—(/)—Rus- 
sian workers and peasants are flock- 
ing by many thousands to enjoy the 


dazzling splendor of the crown jewels 
of the Romanoffs, now the property 
of every poor citizen cf this com- 
munist republic. 

This collection, estimated to value 
$250,000.000, has been turned-into a 
source of revenue by the soviet goy- 
ernment, which has placed it on ex- 
hibition at the soviet trade union 
house in Moscow, formerly the club of 
the nobles. 

The general public is charged an 
admission fee of $1, but members of 
trade unions and communist organ- 
zations pay only 25 cents. 

The regal collection represents the 
accumulated treasure of ten. Russian 
royal families, and includes crowns, 
sceptres, coronets, emblems, tiaras, 
diadems, necklaces, bracelets, rings 
and gems of many other kinds. _ Sol- 
diers are stationed throughout the 
building as a precaution against theft. 
The object of greatest curiosity is 
the huge imperial crown of all the 
Russians, a magnificent domelike 
patriarchal mitre, containing more 
than 4,000 carats of diamonds of the 
first water and carrying on its sum- 
mit a cross of diamonds and rubies 
of exquisite beauty, the whole value 
of which is $52,000,000. 
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HIS AGCUSERS 


Rome, January 16.—(/)—Premier 
Mussolini today cast a challenge at 
his opponents to openly cebate their 
accusations of hig. complicity in the 
murder of the socialist deputy, Mat- 
teotti, in the chamber of deputies to- 
morrow. Matteotti was killed in June, 
1924, and his. death has constituted 
the strongest weapon of the opponents 
of fascism and the most serious blot 
on the fascist escutcheon. 

Politicians r1id tonight that the af- 
fair will be publicly threshed out to- 
morrow if the opposition deputies 
dare to accept the premier’s chal- 
lenge. 

This question, referred to as a 
“moral question,” although not spe- 
cifically named, was brought up 
dramatically in the chamber this aft- 
ernoon, when Jeputies of the popular 
and social-democratic parties, former- 


ly belonging to the Aventine group, 
unexpectedly entered the house during 
a session devoted to honoring the 
memory of the late Queen Mother 
Margherita. 

Since the opposition deputies, in 
creating the “moral question” of the 
Matteotti affair 19 months ago, pro- 
claimed to the nation th*t they would 
not return to parliament until Mus- 
solini fell, their return this after- 
noon was interpreted in some circles 
as a retraction of thei: uccusations.

A 
burly sergeant-at-arms held off most 
of the attackers until nearly all. of 
the fleeing deputies had e:caped, but 
Paolo Cappa, a member of the popu- 
lar party from Genoa, was-seized and 
thrown out forcibly, suffering severe 
bruises. Deputies Luigi Carbonari 
and Umberto Merlin also received in- 
juries. 

After this incident deputies of the 
popular party held a meeting and 
assed a resolution that after the vio- 
ence they had suffered it was impos- 
sible to participate in the work of 
parliament.

Degree to which mortgage bonds 
have come to be a factor in facilitat- 
ing real estate developments is also 
shown in the report.. Corporate mort- 
gage bond issues, aceording to a com- 
pilation made by the Commercial and 
Financial Chronicle, amounted dur- 
ing the first nine months of the year 
to $623,275,050. -In 1921 new cor- 
porate mortgage bond issues amunted 
only to $37,605,000. 

Present real estate market activity 
is apparently most uniform in the 
smaller cities, the survey finds. 

Of the various types of real estate 
the strongest demand: is reported for 
single family dwellings and for resi- 
dential lots. Increase in the number 
of inquiries for investment and busi- 
ness properties is, however, very con- 
spicuous.

The granting of rent rebates to ten- 
ants without making oa the face of 
the lease a prominent: and specific 
notation of the rebate granted is con- 
demned as unethical and fraudulent 
by the Philadelphia real estate board 
in resolutions just passed unanimously 
by its board of directors® The actioa 
follows similar action recently taken 
by the St. Louis real estate exchange, 
and successful efforts by Illinois real- 
tors to outlaw secret rent rebates in 
that state. 

The phrase “rent concession” has 
gone out of, newspaper advertising in 
Illinois siace the new state law went 
into effect making illegal all leases 
containing any form of rent rebate 
unless the words “eoncession given’ 
are stamped on the face of the lease 
and unless a statement of the amount 
‘ad nature of the concession appears 
on its margin. This is the indication 
of how the new law is working which 
is reported to the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate boards by the 
Chicago real estate board which has 
made a careful check of newspapers in 
the territory as part of its work to 


The law will eventually result in do- 
ing away with the giving of coaces- 
sions, the board holds. 

Real estate boards in other stats 
are studying the workings of the IIli- 
nois measure with a view to urging 
similar legislation in their ownystates.

The cost of the construction of the 
dam will be $3,500,000. The dam 
will be 16S feet in height and will 
cover approximately 7,000 acres of 
land and will be one of the largest 
and most beautiful lakes in the south. 
The development company proposes to 
have a power house and a complete 
generating electric power system and 
will develop 22,000 horsepower of 
hydro-electric power.

piece of legislation in the history of 
governments, that America should hold 
fast to it for its own sake and the 
sake of the entire world, was the 
statement made by Dr. Gifford Gor- 
don, of Melbourne, Australia, a stu- 
dent for the largest part of 1921, 1922 
and 1924 of prohibition conditions 
throughout the United States and 
Canada, addressing a vast audience 
in Macon’s municipal auditorium Fri- 
day night. 

The occasion was the celebration of 
the sixth anniversary of the eighteenth 
amendment, also a part of the celebra- 
tion of the opening of the state W. C. 
T. U. headquarters in Macon. 

An open-air concert by the Georgia 
Industrial home brass band .on the 
terrace in front of the auditorium was 
a pleasing feature as the audience 
gathered. This was followed by an or- 
gan recital by Mrs. W. W. Solomon, 
president of the Macon Music Teach- 
ers’ association. 

The invocation was by a Baptist 
minister, Dr. Martin A. Wood, the 
Scripture was read by Dr. George 
Stanley Fraser, Presbyterian. A reso- 
lution opposing any modification of 
the Volstead act was offered by Dr. 
Charles H. Lee, Episcopal rector, and 
enthusiastically indorsed by the tre- 
mendous audience. A male quar- 
tet composed of S. L. Orr, tenor; Har- 
ry Hamilton, bass; John Hamilton, 
baritone, and Ed Flanders, tenor: 
songs by Mrs. B. S. Gostin and Mrs. 
S. J. Spencer were also enjoyed. 

Dr. Gifford Gordon, a speaker of in- 
ternational fame, is a man of re- 
markably fine personality and won 
the attention of his hearers at the 
outset and held it with ease, giving 
facts and figures and incidents con- 
vincingly and in an entertaining man- 
ner. 

Many crowded on the platform to 
greet him at the close of the program. 
Results of Prohibition. 

In reviewing the present status of 
prohibition in America he refuted such 
statements as one hears to the effect 
that prohibition has created an aleo- 
holic problem; that aleoholie insti- 
tutions continued to flovfrish as before 
prohibition. 

He said greater publicity should be 
given to such facts as Dr. Neal, of 
Los Angeles, once owned 6S alcoholic 
institutions and during 12 years prior 
to prohibition 125,000 patients passed 
through these hospitals. But, ae- 
cording to Dr. Neal’s own words in 
conversation with Dr. Gordon, he has 
been put out of business by prohibi- 
tion. P 
In Dwight, Hl., Dr. Gordon found 
the famous Keely cure buildings— 
largest of this kind in the world—had 
been sold to the United States govern- 
ment two years after prohibition. 

The Bellevue hospital in New York 
which used to treat 15,000 alcoholic 
patients a year in saloon days, last 
year treated 6,000. In New York 
city there were 2,061 deaths from al- 
coholie poisoning during the last four 
“wet” years, whereas during the first 
four “dry” years only 835 died from 
this cause. 

He declared that the “wets” con- 
tinually associated prohibition with 
erime as if it caused the crime. wave. 
They did this because it made splendid 
propaganda for them, and.emany un- 
thinking people came to believe the 
falsehood. 

Among the outstanding conerete ex- 
amples to the eontrary, Dr. Gordon 
said that Bridewell prison in Chicago 
housed 8,000 fewer prisoners in 1922 
than in 1917, in spite of the after- 
math of the most stupendous war in 
all history, and also when most per- 
sons were telling of a crime wave. 

What Prohibition Is Doing. 

Colonel L. G. Nutt, of the federal 
narcotics control, wrote the speaker, 
“It is our experience and belief that 
there has been a general decrease in 
drug addiction in the United States 


since the enactment of national pro- 
hibition.” This one quotation, com- 


Prohibition Has Improved Health. 

Among other important things that 
prohibition has done ig the improve- 
ment to the health of the American 
people. It has meant much to thou- 
sands of young people who were work- 
ing for a living before prohibition 
came to sober up father, and who to- 
a Pa in the schools throughout the 
and. 

Savings of the working have in- 
creased, the speaker continued. There 
was not a single labor bank in the 
country prior to prohibition, now 
there are twenty with billions of de- 
posits,

Committee Studies Laws ~ 


A most interesting and instructive 
lesson in_ citizenship was given to the 
Atlanta. citizenship committee of the 
Atlanta I’.-T. A, by City Attorney 
James L. Mayson last Thursday aft- 
ernoon, when he spoke on “The Laws 
of Atlanta.” 


Mr. Mayson emphasized the fact 
that municipal law is separate and 
distinct from general law, and that 
the city is organized by the sinte; 
that the city has no authority but 
by the legislattre. « 

_Mr. Mayson said: “In Georgia all 
cities are organized by the atete. The- 
legislature can destroy or amend the 
charter of.a city. The legislature is 
final autherity. In other words,’ he 
said, “the ¢harter of a city menns just 
this: that what is told or written in 
n city charter is the limit of auther- 
itv. In the charter is written out thie 
powers of attorney. The eity cap 
only do such as legislature has ap- 
proved, and the city charter reports 
just what legislature has approved. 
The school beard is about the only 
board left that is not appointed by 
the state. Even the libraries are pro- 
vided for by the state.’’ 

Mr. Mayson pointed out how very 
simple the lnws of a city are. Such 
laws, he said, “are limited to cor- 
porate limits.’’ Courts construe an 
ordinance and laws as family routine 
—as standing between the home and 
the state. 


“The police laws are by the fam- 
ily rule also—not laws as regards the 
state, but as a city—just as a family 
rule, just as children in the homes 
are required to abide by a set of 
governing rules that insures fnirness, | 
that make for social and givie right- | 
eousness. That dignifig uplifts and! 


ennobles the entire social structure,” 
suid Mr. Mayson, , 

“The city laws are limited to dis 
orderly conduct, to nuisances and | 
minor offenses. City laws do not gov- 
ern property, neither that of the sale 
or possession of liquor,’’ stated Mr. 
Mayson. 

Mr. Mayson stressed obedience to 
home authority as a preparation for 
obedience to the social laws of a city, 
and obedience to the city laws, such 
as parking, passing light signals, and 
so On, as preparation and schooling 
for obedience to higher laws of. the 
state and the nation. Violation of 
the laws of the home in early youth 
leads up to other crimes later on in 
life, said Mr. Mayson, and urged the 
citizenship committee to put on a 
“drive’’ for obedience to law. “A 
drive that will ring around Atlanta 
for the diminution of erime. Put up 
signs everywhere,” he said, “written 
in large letters ‘Obey the Law.’ ”’ 
_Mr. Mayson said the liquor ques* 
tion was a battle between Europe 
and America. 

“A rising vote of thanks was given 
~ me, yy for the most simple and 
instruetive lesson, which was 
needed by all. wish 

Mrs. George Howsmon, president of 
Atlanta Council P.-T. A. was pres- 
ent, and asked information of the city 
attorney as to the means of  pre- 
cedure for the prohibition of the sale— 
of salacious literature.

S}OME one complains that love 
is not included as a serious 
study in schools and universi- 
ties. Since it is the dominant 
concern of life, therefore 
vastly more important than 
trigonometry, and conjuga- 


Greek, 
tions, it should be included in the cur 


riculum. And in language’ clear 
enough for youth to grasp the differ- 
ence between the real thing and that 
temporary thrill aroused by a bewitch- 
ing smile or a becoming tie. 

Amorous arithmetic, the complain- 
ant deposes, has a place alongside that 
other arithmetic that has to do with 
the science of numbers. One problem 
would be how to divide the trivialities 
info common tastes, ideals, and stand- 
ards and find the quotient. Another 
might be how to subtract the unimpor- 
tant virtues from the needful ones and 
discover whether the answer clashes 
with the prospects of a happy mar- 
riage. 

Perhaps it is because of the fallibil- 
ity of rules, where love is concerned, 
that none presumes to offer his text- 
book as full of hard and fast rules to 
guide the young in what unquestion- 
ability will be the major concern of his 
later years. 

So the boy is left to answer his own 
queries: How can I tell when I am in 
love? How canl be sure? How can 
I tell if this girl wil prove the right 
home partner or the wrong one? 


Every normal one of him sooner or- 


later becomes interested in love and 
muses much over it. Some boys are 
content to let it befuddle them into 
matrimony without asking the reasons 
why. Others, analytical souls, ask 
what love really means, what falling in 
love means, if the recent attack in the 
cardiac region is to be temporary or 
a permanent derangement. 

In Newell W. Edson these latter 
have found a friend in need. Ina 
recent issue of the ‘Journal of Social 
Hygiene”’ he contributes a talk on love 
in the making, directed to older boys, 
but of equal interest to girls since it 
deals with boys’ relations with girls. 

Mr. Edson admits there are no hard 
and fast rules to answer the queries 
in boys’ minds, but that there are cer- 
tain unmistakable signs by which one 
can know love, without which ‘a

chap had best pretty frankly recog- 
nize he probably isn’t in love, after 
all.”’ 

First: Love is indicated by a genu- 
ine interest in one particular girl and 
in all that she is and does. One likes 
her because he can’t help it. He likes 


the way she dresses and walks, the 
way she tilts her head and puckers her 
mouth, the way she greets people, the 


way she treats her mother and father, 
the way she talks about things that are 
sensible and worth while and sacred. 
He likes her for a thousand reasons. 
Even the things he doesn’t like in other 
people become likable in her. More- 


‘over, he likes her not just because he 


has read that when a boy is really in 
love he ought to like a girl tre- 
mendously, but because she is she and 


. 


no one else and because, well, no mat- 
ter what she does or says or is, he just 
likes her, 


It must be a genuine liking, Mr. Ed- 
son cautions, for it must steady him 


through many a trying problem of the 
home partnership. 

As a second sign that bodes well for 
the budding romance, Mr. Edson of- 
fers ‘‘a community of tastes, ideals 
and standards with no serious clashes.’ 
A factor necessary to the success of 
the home is harmony, he reminds 
youth, and there can hardly be that 
when tastes, and ideals, and standards 


differ markedly. They do not have 
to agree on every point, but they must 
agree on the essentials, or on what 
they consider the essentials. And they 
must “agree to disagree’? on the 
others. 

A third sign is exhibited in the 
greater happiness that comes in being 
with this girl than with any other. Mr. 
Edson does not agree that ‘‘compari- 
sons are odious.”” On the contrary, 
they have much value in the love af- 
fairs of the young. It is by compari- 
sons that we get appreciations of 
values, he reminds us, and the boy 
wants a girl with whom he can com- 
pare the best and always be happy in 
the comparison. 

Others may not consider her the 
prettiest, the brainiest, the most prac- 
tical, but to him she is really all these. 
He likes her particular charm, clear 
thinking, and common sense _ better 
than those of any one else. Here 
again, the boy is urged, for the sake 
of his future, to be absolutely genuine 
with himself. 

As a fourth sign Mr. Edson presents 
what one of the rest of us probably 
would have offered as No. 1; a real 
unhappiness when she is absent. Not 
a mawkish sentimentality, he warns, 
but a genuine longing for the time the 
boy can be with her again. | 

Fifth, there must be a feeling of 
comradeship always. Unless a boy 
feels he would rather have this girl 
for a comrade than any one else in the 
world and that anything else than 
playing fair with her is just unthink-

his wife can appear before a judge tor 
tell their own story in their own way, 
without interference trom fee-seeking 
lawyers, it has been conclusively prov- 
ed that 65 out of 100 misunderstard- 
ings are settled and divorces avoided. 

“This state is cursed with greedy 
lawyers who egg on their clients in the 
face of possibilities of conciliation so 
that they can obtain more tees. For 
every conscientious lawver searching 
for the happiness of his client, there 
are two Searching for the fattening of 
their pocketbooks. 

“The domestic relations court and 
the probation system will do away 
with lawyers. My plan for legalized 
marriage vacations will be made pos- 
sible through their institution. 

“It is true that under the present law 
there is nothing to prevent a man and 
his wife who are tired of each other 
from living apart for a wintle. I ap- 
prove the idea entirely, but without 
the promise of Supervision, a wife or 
a husband will hestiate, through fear 
and jealousy, fo try the scheme. 

“In cases where tt was not tinan- 
cially practicable for a husband and 
wife to éeparate tor a few months or 
vears they could be given aid. The 
state Is spending a lot of money now 
on things much less worth while than 
this. 

“IT want it distinctly understood | 
am not in any way. advocating ‘trial 
marriages.’ A marriage is not to be 


_approached in an experimental vein. 


But the fact remains that human na- 
ture is human nature. A vein of irri- 
tation often covers an abiding love. 
Give that irritation a chance to wear 
off by separating the couple for a 
while, and that love will show itself 
again. 

“If you look at tabular records of 
causes of divorces in this state, you 
will find ‘non-support’ heads the list. 
But these statistics are misleading. 
Many divorces asked on the ground of 


non-support reallv owe their origin to- 


the fact that the man and wife have 
grown weary of each other. ‘Absence 
makes the heart grow fonder’ is not 
a proverb to be sneezed at. 

“When I say that two-thirds of the 
divorce cases today are neurasthenic 
in origin, | am not talking inadvisedly. 
Nervousness is a common attribute of 
those who are not Satisfied with their 
life and who desire a change. Give 
these people a chance to get a change 
of environment and keep probation 
officers on their track, to see ihat they 
do not take advantage of their tem- 
porary freedom from domestic wor- 
ries and you will solve their problems 
and make divorce unnecessary. 


5 HE number of divorce cases in 

Rhode Island and throughout the 
nation is becoming appalling. In 30 
years these cases have increased 130 
per cent in Rhode Island. And yet, 
the whole question is a social one, 
rather than a legal one. 

‘Instead of placing divorce Cases in 
the hands of two lawyers and a judge, 
1 would place them where they belong 
—in the hands of the principals them- 
selves, with the courts and probation 
officers also figuring in something as 
vital to the children concerned as even 
the cause of education.” 

If the commission on marriage and 
divorce asks the Rhode Island general 
assembly for laws making marriage 
vacations compulsory when hushands 
and wives disagree, the action will be 
the direct result of the scandal which 
recently shocked the state through the 
discovery of a “‘divorce mill” that sup- 
plied divorces to residents and non- 
residents like so much merchandise. 

Two of the Rhode Island attorneys 
concerned in the operation of the 
“mill” are now serving penitentiary 
terms. The general assembly, greatly 
disturbed to discover how the state’s 
laws were being defied by unscrupul- 
ous lawyers and ~ divorce seekers, 
promptly created the commission on 
Marriage and divorce, which is now 
studying the divorce problem from all 
angels and which may decide that the 
best way to solve it is through ¢om- 
pulsory “marriage vacations’ under 
the direction of a court.

“Any move,” says the Rev. Henry 
Basset, pastor of the Church of the 
Epiphany, in Providence, “that will 


put a statute on the law books of the 


state that will tend to reduce the 


alarming number of divorce. cases, 


would be a valuable contribution to 
the public good. 

“Of course there is a wide differ- 
ence between the rules of my church, 
the Episcopal denomination, and the 
laws of the state. The church does 
not recognize the many causes for 
divorce recognized by the state. It 
would seem that such a statute as Sen- 
ator Cole proposes would, for once, 
bring my church and the state nearer 
together.”’ 

“A cooling-off plan, such as Sena- 
tor Cole suggests, would be a good 
thing,’’ says Mrs. Jerome Fitts, prom- 
inent member of the Rhode Island 
branch of the United League of Wom- 
en Voters. ‘‘Many divorces result 
from spur-of-the-moment action, and 
if many couples were given oppor- 
tunity to cool off and aided in seeing 
things again in their true light, there 
would be far fewer divorces.” 

The. “marriage vacation’ plan 
which the Rev. Mr. Cole would have 
the law make compulsory when trou- 
ble arises between husband and wife 
is one which many husbands and 
wives have already given a practical 
trial, both when there was not the 
slightest hint of a possible quarrel be- 
tween them and also after there be- 
gan to be friction. 

Several years ago the idea began to 
gain ground that one of the chief 
causes of matrimonial difficulties is the 
fact that husbands and wives see alto- 
gether too much of each other. It was 
urged that they would be infinitely

happier if they took frequent marriage 
vacations—went apart at more or less 
regular and frequent intervals and led 
quite separate lives for a time. 

This, it was argued, would reduce 
the likelihood of once devoted lovers 
becoming bored with each other as 
they so often do when they are com- 
pelled to live continually under the 
same roof and to share their break- 
fasts and dinners together day after 
day. 

Absence was counted on to make 
the hearts grow tonder and after these 
periodical vacations husbands and 
wives were expected to be able to re- 
sume life together with almost if not 
quite the enthusiasm of their honey- 
moon days, 

Since this idea began to receive 
widespread acceptance a great many 
lovers have entered into marriage 
with the distinct understanding that 
vacations from each other should be 


a part of their scheme of life. Other 
men and women, already married 
when the idea came into vogue, 


eagerly adopted it in the hope of in- 
Suring the permanence of a happiness 
that was still unclouded or of dispell- 
ing the clouds they saw gathering. 
The results of marriage vacations 
—when entered upon voluntarily and 


_—- 


not under any legal compulsion, as is 
proposed in Rhode Island—have been 
widely varying. In a great many in- 
stances they have proved powerless to 
prevent divorce and in many others 
they have seemed to hasten it. And 
yet there are numerous couples still 
living on the vacation plan, who hail 
it as the salvation of their happiness 
and predict it will be as long as they 
live. 


| Phebe HURST, the well-known 
author, and her husband were 
among the first notable couples to 
give the plan of marriage vacations a 
thorough practical test. They carried 
the idea so far that immediately after 
their marriage they set up separate 
homes and arranged to see each other 
only at stated intervals—and inter- 
vals so far apart that most newlyweds 
would have found them quite unen- 
durable., 
The 
novelist and her husband are still mar- 
ried and they insist their plan of life 
is a complete success. 

Another writer who indorses the 
marriage vacation idea is Thyra Sam- 
ter Winslow. She thinks it conducive 
not only to domestic happiness but 
also to successful literary work. She 


That was several years ago. 
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and her husband, also a writer, were 
recently happily reunited after a va- 
cation lasting eleven months. 

In fashionable circles it is whispered 
that the former Katherine Elkins and 
her husband, “Billy” Hitt, feel that 
they owe much of the felicity of their 
married life to the fact that they allow 
each other frequent vacations. 

But there are the experiences of 
other husbands and wives that are not 
at all so favorable to the mariage va- 
cation idea. 

Frequent vacations, often with the 
breadth of the Atlantic between them, 
were unable to keep the former Elsie 
Moore, of Brooklyn, and her Italian 
husband, the Duke of Torlonia, happy 
together. They are now being 
divorced. 

The rock on which the latest love 
match of Rudolph Valentino went to 
tuin was the question of marriage va- 
cations. His wife wanted them in or- 
der that she might pursue an artistic 
career of her own, but he wouldn’t 
stand for the idea—not for a minute. 

Captain Nungesser, the famous 
French aviator, is another husband 
who has nothing good to say of the 
vacation plan as an insurance of last- 
ing martial bliss.

American Camels---Limited 
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Prepared and Issued By 

The National Geographic Society 

SCAPE of a circus elephant 
fifty miléS west of San An- 
tonio, Texas, and his efforts 
to get back to nature by 
tearing up fences and strik- 
ing across ranches and farms 
recalls the strange project to establish 
a government-owned camel colony in 
the same region, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C., headquarters 
of the National Geographic society. 

“Egypt and Asia Minor were the main 
sources of supply for the federal gov- 
ernment,” says the bulletin. ‘“‘Two 
shiploads of camels were brought 
over in 1856 and 1857 for use in ‘the 
great American desert,’ believed in 
those early days to be a sort of a 
Sahara of the western hemisphere. 
There were then no transcontinental 
railways or highways, and hundreds 
of thousands of square miles of the 
west were totally unknown. The few 
trails across the continent were diffi- 


cult and the lives of those using them 
were in constant danger from hostile 
Indians. 


“It was believed that communica- 
tion across the continent could be 
greatly facilitated by the use of 
camels who could carry much 
heavier loads than mules and horses, 
cover greater distances, and go longer 
without water. The most enthusiastic 
supporters of the scheme also visual- 
ized a full fledged ‘Camel Corps, U. 
S. Army,’ a devastating cavalry of 
the desert that would sweep over the 
barren regions of the west and keep 
the Indians in subjection. 

“The project was in charge of the 
war department, and Jefferson Davis, 
then secretary of war, was its most 
ardent advocate. The strange beasts 
—75 of them in all—were landed at 
Indianola about midway of the coast 
of Texas and marched westward 
overland. Sixty miles west of San 
Antonio at Camp Verde the govern- 
ment’s camel station was established, 
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because of the human factor. 


and for some years the test marches 
of the camels gave the countryside 
the appearance of Asia or Africa. 

“Uncle Sam’s camel experiment 
was a failure not because the beasts 
could not live in America, but chiefly 
After 
the first year of the venture, when the 
sicklier animals died, certain breeds 
became acclimated and increased in 
numbers. But the army muleteers 
detailed to the camel station declared 
a feud against the strange creatures 
from the first; only the few Greek 
and Turkish camel drivers brought 
from Smyrna had any patience with 
them. The ranchmen and other resi- 
dents of the country shared the feel- 
ings of the muleteers, for whenever a 
camel appeared horses and mules 
bolted in terror. 

“Tests showed that the camels were 
well fitted to work in the southwest. 
On one expedition they crossed Texas, 
New. Mexico, and Arizona to the Col- 
orado river and their successful per- 


formance was highly commended by 
the army officer in charge. Perhaps 
even the prejudice of their attendants 
might have been overcome and the 
camel might have taken an important 
economic place in the southwest as 
he has in central Australia. The com- 
ing of the civil war, however, put an 
end to the experiment. Some of the 
camels were sold to circuses, some to 
individuals, and some were turned 
loose in the rough, uninhabited coun- 
try of Arizona. 

“A few crumbling camel stables at 
the old camp west of San Antonio are 
the only surviving evidences of Uncle 


Sani’s fling at camel raising. For 
many vears camels—grown wiidé— 
Were seen occasionally in the moun- 
tains of Arizona, the last report of 


the sort being in 1909, There is a 
belief among some Arizonians that the 
creatures stil! wander about in the un- 
inhabited wastes of that and 
that there is 2 herd not far from the 
delta of the Colorado in Mexico.”

Leading American Dancing Master 
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HE person who said ‘‘position 
is everything in life’’ was per- 
haps sixty per cent correct. 
Dancing, in a great many 
ways, may be compared to 
life itself. We might go so 

far as to say that it is an expression

hat occasionally the po- 
sition changes with the style of danc- 
ing, but in my experience during the 
past twelve years the changes in po- 
sition have been so slight as to be 
hardly noticeable. There is really but 
one comfortable manner of holding 
your partner. 
How to Hold Partner. 

Let us take up first of all the essen- 
tial points in the man’s manner of 
holding his partner. Upon a close ex- 
amination of the photograph you will 
note that his right hand is placed firm- 
ly just below the lady’s left shoulder 
blade. He can also lead firmly by let- 
ting his right arm and hand encircle 
the lady’s waist, going about two- 
thirds around and stopping just below 
her right shoulder biade. 

This latter position is used by the 
collegiate style of dancers who are in- 
clined to hold the right arm rather 
low. There is no objection to their 
Style so long as the position is com- 
fortable to both and enables the man 
to fead firmly. 

The man’s left hand should be held 
a little below shoulder height and 
Should form a shght curve at the el- 
bow.

Do Not Burden Partners. 

Girls should realize the importance 
of carrying their own weight and not 
to burden their partners. 

Girls should not take the attitude 
of: “Here 1 am, now haul me around.”

She must dance with her partner 
and not after him. She can not pos- 
sibly be light if her arms and hands are 
inclined to drag.

he steps directly toward his partner;

other. 

It is only when people are not ac- 
customed to’ walking forward, that is, 
toward one’s partner, that the steps 
are taken to the side or one foot in 
between the other. 


No Rule For Distance. 

In regard to the distance between 
partners, this-is now a matter of choice 
and custom. There is no set rule—in 
fact, there should be no set rules what- 
soever in dancing. 


People should dance in the manner 
which is most comfortable and which 
will give them the most pleasure. 
Whenever anyone asks me how Close 
should one hold his partner | always 
think of the conversation | overheard 
between two young boys. 

The younger of the two asked the 
older, who was about twelve years of 
age and very sophisticated, just how 
to hold his partner. The blase kid re- 
plied, ‘It all depends upon how much 
you like her.” Mind you, I am merte- 
ly telling what I overheard and am not 
advising you to do likewise. 

Here is an interesting variation done 
in the toddle style of dancing. The 
toddle movement is a slight rising up 
and down on the ball of each foot and 
is done whenever a slow step is taken. 

Before doing the step diagrammed, 
practice rising up and down on the 
toes in time with the music; the ris- 
ing up and ‘down is done as quickly 
as possible. 

The diagram looks like a very dif- 
ficult cross-word puzzle, but you will 
find it is very easy if you will simply 
follow the numbers in the footprints. 

Begin with the heels together. 

1—Slow step forward on left foot. 

2—Slow step forward on right foot, 
turning a quarter to right. 

3—A quick step to left on the left 
foot. 

AND—Quickly draw right foot up 
to left. 

4—Slow step forward on left foot. 
5—Slow step backward on_ right 
oot. 

6—A quick step to left on left foot.

stretched at the side. I might go so 
far as to suggest that you hold a book 
on the back of each hand while danc- 
ing alone. 

These instructions may sound un- 
usual and unwarranted, but when you 
take into consideration that fifty per 
cent of the girls are considered 
“heavy” dancers merely because they 
alow their arms and hands to drag, 
vou will readily realize the Importance 
of practicing to develop the shoulder 
muscles. 

lf a girl were to attempt to dance 
for fifteen minutes with her arms out- 
stretched at her side she would soon 
become exhausted, and yet the man 
dances in just that position and tn ad- 
dition he carries the hands of his part- 
per, 


looks toward her right shoulder. Sev- 
eral years ago we had a stupid style 
which made it necessary for the girl to 
look toward her partner’s left. 


This made dancing not only un- 
comfortable dancers 
would breathe in one another’s faces, 
but because your toes naturally point 
in the direction you are facing. For 
instance, if a girl turns her head to 
her right, her feet, while in action, will 
also face in the same direction.

Phidias.”’

*. BP Mona Faiva was fascinated by the clas-

two when she could better admire the 
immortal monuments of ancient Greece 
and have an opportunity to pose in her 
dancing costume before Mlle.

In those hours the general 
public is not admitted to the Acropolis. 
The gates are closed. 

So far, so good. But from now on 
the plot thickens. 

Mona, according to the story she 
tells, had the misfortune to attract the 
attention of an Athenian who proposed 
to her and wanted to marry her on the 
spot... This needed reflection, especial- 
lv since Mona was in love with a per- 
tectly good French man of letters who 
intended leading her to the Trinity altar 
immediately on her return to Paris. 

In some manner this Parisian, who 
writes under the pseudonym of Max 
got wind of the assiduities of 
his Grecian rival.

they chose swords, modern pointed 
swords, for their weapons and the duel 
wis to take place in the Parthenon 
when the general public is excluded 
and the gates are closed.

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trial September last. In outlining their 
case the lawyers for the accused prom- 
ised to show that he had shot in self- 
defense. Thus the line was drawn. 
The state, on the other hand, expected 
to prove that it was premeditated mur- 
der, that Roy Garvey had a definite 
reason for wanting to kill his father 
and that the latter was unarmed when 
he mei his death. 


Forest Hanna, the prosecutor, first 
placed on the stand the county cor- 
oner, the policeman who had made 
the arrest and several others who 
rushed into the Garvey offices imme- 
diately after the shooting. From the 
trend of his questions it was evident 
that Hanna was at great pains to show 
that the dead man had no weapon in 
his possession, knowing that if he suc- 
ceeded in that he would leave the de- 
fense without a case. 

Hatcher, the lumberman, was call- 
ed. He told of entering Garvey’s of- 
fice after having heard the shots, of 
placing the body on the couch and 
then calling the police. 

“Did you. notice the desk in front 


of which Mr. Garvey fell?”’ he was: 


asked. : 

“to did,’’ he replied. 

“Were any of the drawers open?” 
asked Mr. Hanna. 

“They were noi.’ 

Knowing the line the defense intend- 
ed to take—that the elder Garvey was 
reaching into his desk fer the razor he 
carried to work with him that morn- 
ing, with the intention of using it on 
his son—Prosecutor Hanna _ brought 
out that testimony. Later, under 
cross-examination by Senator Reed, 
Hatcher admitted that one or all of 
the drawers of the desk might have 
been open a few inches without his 
having noticed it. 

Dr. H. E. Moss, the coroner, testi- 
fied that nine bullets entered the body, 
each from the back. The prosecutor 
laid great stress upon that testimony, 
as he believed it showed that Roy 
could not have shot in self-defense if 
his father’s back was turned. Dr. 
Moss also testified that he found no 
other weapon in the room.

The First Sensation. 


On the third day of the trial came 
the first real sensation. Charles Ed- 
wards, who was chief of police at the 
time of the shooting, but had subse- 
quently retired and entered the real 
estate business, told of seeing Daniel 
V. Howell withdraw a razor from the

weapon other than the pistol used by

The important part of this was that 
Howell was one of the attorneys for 
the defense.

The prose- 
cutor exerted every effort in his ex- 
amination of Edwards to prove that 
the razor had been planted by Howell, 
-but his attempt was unsuccessful. 


The Typist’s Story. 
HEN Roy Garvey was first ar- 
rested, Kansas City talked of 
nothing else, not only because of the 
prominence of the people involved, 
but also since it was reported that a 
woman would figure largely in the 
case. This was based on the state- 
ment said to have been made by Roy 


Senator James A. Reed, chief of 
defense counsel 


to Frank Anderson, captain of police, 
who took him into custody. 

“Why did you do it?” Anderson 
asked. ‘ 

‘“‘Because he abused my mother and 
discharged my stenographer,’’ Garvey 
was reported to have answered. ‘I 
told my father: ‘You can’t do with 
her as you have done with others,’ 
whereupon my father reached into the 
drawer and exclaimed: I’ll make you 
eat that,’ ” 


Then he said he fired. 


Investigation showed that the wom- 
an referred to was a Mrs. Helen Groh, 
a widow employed as a stenographer 
by the Garveys. Questioned about 
the affair at the time, she said: 

“T quit their employ this very morn- 
ing, just a few hours before the shoot- 
ing, because it was the only recourse 
I had in order to keep my self-respect. 


Roy Garvey has been a gentleman in 


all his dealings. He is a fine man and 
one of the best friends I have.” 

“What about his father?’ she was 
asked. 

“| have nothing to say about him,” 
Mrs. Groh replied. 

She denied, however, having been 
discharged, saying she had left of her 
own accord. But Garvey, questioned 
in the county jail, insisted his father 
had discharged Mrs. Groh, and that 
when he asked the older man why he 
had done that, the other replied: 

“It is no business of yours what 
I do.”’ 

“Maybe you discharged her because 
you could not do with her.as you did 


with other stenographers,” Garvey 
said he replied. And then came the 
shooting. 


The Telitale Letter. 


But when the trial opened Mrs. 
Groh had faded discreetly into the 
background. The ‘$200,000 defense” 
had another interpretation to put upon 
those words, ‘You can’t do with her 
as you have done with the others’’ 
that was to have a most important ef- 
fect on the outcome. . 


But the defense, with the sagacity 
of experienced showmen, held its best 
witness for the climax. Meanwhile it 
fought the prosecution at every point 
and won an important victory when 
W. A. Wilson, a witness upon whom 
Mr. Hanna relied in a large measure 
to win his case, was not permitted to 
testify regarding the contents of a let- 
ter the elder Garvey had shown him 
the day before-the shooting. 

Wilson had been a neighbor of the 
Garveys. On the night of September 
5 the elder Garvey had read to him 
portions of a letter which was believed 
to have been addressed to Bennett 
Garvey, the disinherited son, in whose 
behalf Roy had that day interceded, 
asking his father to forgive him. 
Through this letter the state hoped to 
show a motive for the murder, but 
Wilson was not permitted to reveal its 
conients, 


There the prosecutor’s case ended 
and Roy’s counsel took up the deli- 
Cate task of drawing their client away 
from the dangling noose. 

Men who had done business with 
the Garveys were put on the stand to 
give testimony of the ungovernable 
passion of the father and the equally 
hot temper of the son.

Christ was a mas- 
_ ter of illustrations 
.—the master. No 
one of whom history tells us has ever 
used the illustration as effectively as 
He. He took the objects of everyday 
ywlife and made them mirrors which re- 
flected truth. His parables give us a 
wide range of illustration—the Sower 
going forth to sow, the Wheat and 
“the Tares, the Prodigal Son, the Wise 
and Foolish Virgins—in fact, all the 
illustrations that He used might be 
cited to prove the power of this form 
of argument. 


The question has. been used 
throughout history; at every great 
crisis the orators of the day have used 
the question form of argument. Its 
strength depends upon the complete- 
ness with which the speaker includes 
all of the essentials involved in sum- 
ming up the situation. The greatest 
question ever presented as an argu- 
ment was that in which Christ con- 
centrated attention upon the value of 
the soul. No one will ever place a 
higher estimate upon the soul than 
Christ did when He asked, ‘‘What 
shall it profit a man if he shall gain 
the whole world and lose his own 
soul?’’ No greater question was ever 
asked, or can be asked. (See Lecture, 
“The Value of the Soul.’’) | 

Courage is the last attribute to 
which | shall invite your attention. 
The speaker must possess moral cour- 
age, and to possess it he must have

Faith Exerts Control. 


Faith exerts a controlling influ- 
ence over our lives. If it is argued 
that works are more important than 
faith, | reply that faith comes first, 
_ works afterward. Until one believes, 
he does not act, and in accordance 
with his faith, so will be his deeds. 


Abraham, called of God, went forth 
in faith to establish a race and a re- 
ligion. It was faith that led Colum- 
bus to discover America, and faith 
again that conducted the early settlers 
to Jamestown, the Dutch to New York 
and the Pilgrims to Plymouth Rock. 
Faith has led the pioneer across des- 
erts and through trackless forests, and 
faith has brought others in his foot- 
steps to lay in our land the founda- 
tions of a civilization the highest that 
the world has known. 

[ might draw an illustration from 
the life of each one of you. You 
have faith in education, and that faith 
is behind your study; you have faith 
in this institution, and that faith 
brought you here; your parents and 
friends have had faith in you and have 
lielped you to your present position. 
And back of all these manifestations 
of faith is your faith in God, in His 
Word and in His Son. We are told 
that without faith it is impossible to 
please God, and | may add that with- 
wm Out faith it is impossible to meet the 
expectations of those who are most 
interested in you. Let me present 
this subject under four heads: 


We Need Confidence. 


First—You must have faith in your- 
selves. Not that you should carry con- 
fidence in yourselves to the point of 
displaying egotism, and yet, egotism 
is not the worst possible fault. My 
father was wont to say that if a man 
had the big head, you could whittle it 
down, but that if he had the little head, 
there was no hope for him. If you 
have the big head others will help 
you to reduce it, but if you have the 
little head, they cannot help you. You 
must believe that you can do things 
or you will not undertake them. Those 


who lack faith attempt nothing and 
therefore cannot possibly succeed; 
those with great faith attempt the 
seemingly impossible and by attempt- 
ing prove what man can do. 

But you cannot have faith in your- 
selves unless you are conscious that 
you are prepared for your work. If 
one is feeble in body, he cannot have 
the confidence’ in his physical strength 
that the athlete has, and, as physical 
strength is necessary, one is justified 
in devoting to exercise and to the 
strengthening of the body such time 
as may be necessary. 

Intellectual training is also neces- 
sary, and more necessary than it used. 
to be. When but few had the ad- 
vantages of a college education, the 
lack of such advantages was not so 
apparent. Now when so many of the 
ministers, lawyers, physicians, jour- 
nalists, and even business men, are 
graduates, one cannot afford to be 
without the best possible intellectual 
preparation. When one comes into 
competition with his fellows, he soon 
recognizes his own intellectual super- 
iority, equality or inferiority as com- 
pared with others. 

Recognizes Superiority. 

In China they have a very interest- 
ing bird contest. The singing lark ts 
the most popular bird there, and as 
you go along the streets of a Chinese 
city you see Chinamen out airing their 
birds. These singing larks are entered 
in contests, and the contests are de- 
cided by the birds themselves. If, for 
instance, a dozen are entered, they all 
begin to sing lustily, but.as they sing, 


one after another recognize that it ts 


outclassed and gets down off its perch, 
puis iis head under its wing and will 
not sing any more. At last there is 
just one bird left singing, and it sings 
with enthusiasm as if it recognized its 
victory. 

So it is in all intellectual contests. 
Put twenty men in a room and let 
them discuss any important question. 
At first all will take part in the dis- 
cussion, but as the discussion proceeds, 
one after another drops out until 
finally two are left in debate, one on 
one side and one on the other. The 
rest are content to have their ideas 
presented by those who can present 
them best. If you are going to have 
faith, therefore, in yourselves, you 
must be prepared to meet your com- 
petitors upon an equal plane; if you 
are prepared, they will be conscious of 
it as well as you. : 

A high purpose is also a necessary 
part of your preparation. . You cannot 
afford to put a low purpose in compe- 
tition with a high one. If you go out 
to work from a purely selfish stand- 
point, you will be ashamed to stand 
in the presence of those who have 
higher aims and nobler ambitions. 
Have faith in yourselves, but to have 
faith you must be prepared for your 
work, and this preparation must be 
moral and intellectual as well as physi- 
cal. The preacher should be the bold- 
est of men because of. the unselfish 
character of his work. 


Scholarship Not Sympathetic. 

Second—Have faith in mankind. 
The great fault of our scholarship is 
that it is not sufficiently sympathetic. 
It holds itself aloof from the struggling 
masses. It is too often cold and cyni- 
cal. It is better to trust your fellow- 
men and be occasionally deceived than 
to be distrustful and live alone. Man- 
kind deserves to be trusted. There is 
something good in every one, and that 
good responds to sympathy. If you 
speak to the multitude and they do not 
respond, do not despise them, but 
rather examine what you have said. It 
you speak from your heart, you will 
speak to their hearts, and they can tell 
very quickly whether you are inter- 
ested in them or simply in yourself. 
The heart of mankind is sound; the 
Sense of justice is universal. ‘Trust it, 
appeal to it, do not violate it. 

People differ in race characteristics, 
in national traditions, in language, in 
ideas of government, and in forms of 
religion, but at the heart they are very 


why you should have rte de It 


much alike. 1 fear the plutocracy of 
wealth; | respect the aristocracy of 
learning; but | thank God for the 
democracy of.the heart. You. must 
love if you would be loved. ‘They 
loved him because he first loved 
them’’—this is the verdict pronounced 
where men have unselfishly labored 
for the welfare of the whole people. 
Link yourselves in sympathy with your 
fellowmen; mingle with them; know 
them and you will trust them and they 
will trust you. If you are stronger 
than others, bear heavier loads; if you 
are more capable than others, show it 
by your willingness to perform a larger 
service. 
Have Faith In Government. 

Third—lIf. you are going to accom- 
plish anything in this country, you 
must have faith in your form of gov- 
ernment,.and there is every reason 


is the best form of government ever 
conceived by the mind of man, and it 
is spreading throughout the world. It 
is best, not because it is perfect, but 
because it can be made as perfect as 
the people deserve*to have. It is a 
people’s government, and it reflects 
the virtue and intelligence of the peo- 
ple. As the people make progress in 
virtue and intelligence, the govern- 
ment ought to approach more and 
more nearly to perfection. It will 
never, of course, be entirely free from 
faults, because it must be administered 
by human beings, and imperfection is 
to be expected in the work of human 
hands. 

Jefferson said a century ago that 
there were naturally two parties in 
every country, one which drew to it- 
self those who trusted the people, the 


other which as naturally drew to itself’ 


those who distrusted the people. That 
was true when Jefferson said it, and 
it is true today. In every country 
there are those who are seeking to en- 
large the participation of the people in 
government, and that group Is grow- 
ing. 

In every country there. are those 
who are endeavoring to obstruct each 
step toward popular government, and 
that group is diminishing. In this 
country the tendency is constantly to- 
ward more popular government, and 
every effort which has for its object 
the bringing of the government into 
closer touch with the people is sure of 
ultimate triumph. 


Form Is Good. 


Our form of government is good. 
Call it a democracy if you are a-dem- 
ocrat, or a republic if you are a re- 
publican, but help to make it a gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, 
and for the people. -A democracy is 
wiser than an aristocracy because 
a democracy can draw from the wis- 
dom of the people, and all of the peo- 
ple know more than any part of the 
people. A democracy is stronger than 
a monarchy, because, as the historian, 
Bancroft, has said: ‘‘It dares to dis- 
card the implements of terror and 
build its citadel in the hearts of men.” 
And a democracy is the most just form 
of government because it is built upon 
the doctrine that men are created 
equal, that governments are instituted 
to protect the inalienable rights of the 
people and that governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed. 

We know that a grain of wheat 
planted in the ground will, under the 
influence of the sunshine and _ rain, 
send forth a blade, and then a stalk, 
and then the tull head, because there 
is behind the grain of wheat a force 
irresistible and constantly at work. 
There is behind moral and political 
truth a force equally irresistible and 
always operating, and just as we may 
expect the harvest in due season, we 
may be sure of the triumph of these 
eternal forces that make for man’s up- 
lifting. Have faith in your form of 
government, for it rests upon a grow- 
ing idea, and if you will but attach 
yourself, to that idea, you will grow 
with it. 


Need Faith In God. 

Fourth—The subject presents itself 
in another aspect. You must not only 
have faith in yourselves, in humanity 
and in the form of government under 
which we live, but if you would do a 
gteat work, you must have faith in 
God. Iam not a preacher; | am but 
a layman; yet, | am not willing that 
the minister shall monopolize the 
blessings of ‘Christianity, and I do not 
know of any moral precept binding 
upon the preacher behind the pulpit 
that is not binding upon the Christian 
and whose acceptance would not be 
helpful to every one. I am not speak- 
ing from the minister’s standpoint but 
from the observation of everyday life 
when | say that there is a wide dif- 
ference between the desire to live so 
that men will applaud you and the de- 
sire to live so that God will be satis- 
fied with you. Man needs the inner 


strength that comes from faith in God 
and belief in His constant presence. » 
Man needs faith in God, therefore, 


to strengthen him in his hours of trial, 
and he needs it to give him courage to 
do the work of life. How can one 
fight for a principle unless he believes 
in the triumph of right? How can he 
believe in the triumph of the right if 
he does not believe that God stands 
back of the truth and that God is able 
to bring victory to His side? He 
knows not whether he is to live for 
the truth or to die for it, but if he has 
the faith he ought to have, he is as 
ready to die for it as to live for it. 

Faith will not only give you strength 
when you fight for righteousness, but 
your faith will bring dismay to your 
enemies. There is power in.the pres- ~ 
ence of an honest man who does right 
because it is right and dares to do the 
right in the face of all opposition. 
That is true today, and has been true 
through all history. } 


We Live In Great Age. 3 

If your preparation is complete so 
that you are conscious of your ability 
to do great things; if you have faith 
in your fellowmen and become a co- 
laborer with them in the raising of the 
general level of society; if you have 
faith in our form of government and 
seek to purge it of its imperfections 
so aS to make it more and more ac- 
ceptable to our own people and to the 
oppressed of other nations; and if, in 
addition, you have faith in God and 
in the triumph of the right, no one 
can set limits to your achievements. 
This is the greatest of all ages in which 
to live. The railroads and the tele- 
graph wires have brought the corners 
of the earth close together, and it is 
easier today for one to be helpful to 
the whole world than it was a few 
centuries ago to be helpful to. the. in- 
habitants of a single vailey. This is 
the age of great opportunity and of 
great responsibility. Let your faith be 
large, and let this large faith inspire 
you to perform a large service. 

Because the preacher has conse- 
crated himself to God’s service and 
Seeks divine guidance from the Bible 
and through prayer, he is able to 
speak with absolute confidence. His 
trust is the measure of his strength; 
because he knows what Christ has 
done for him he knows what Christ 
can do for others. His own experi- 
ence is the foundation of his trust in 
the Gospel that he preaches. Because 
a miracle was wrought in his own life 
he knows that the day of miracles is 
not past; because one heart has been 
regenerated he knows that all hearts 
can be, and that Christ, through His 
power to transtorm the life of each 
individual, can transform a world. 

I beg you to prepare yourselves to 
proclaim the Word of God by voice 
as well as with pen. You have a 
mighty message for a waiting wort 
a message worthy of all your powers 
of heart and mind and tongue.

The Enlarging Conception of God. 


HERE are cer- 
tain causes 
which make imper- 
ative, and inevitable 
the enlarged cGon- 
ception of God.

There is the mod- 
ern scientific spirit 
which more than 
any other single fac- 
tor has rhade a 
deeper cleavage between our age and 
the generation immediately preceding 
as to religious thinking than has pos- 
sibly ever separated any other two 
generations in human history. 


Before the modern scientific era a 
few thousand years summed up the 
entire history of humanity from the 
first man in the Garden of Eden to 
the last baby in the cradle. The in- 
terpretation of God’s dealing with 
men was simple and plain. Then came 
the expending universe. the new 
astronomy extended it in space and 
tha.new geology extended it in time. 
Then came evolution with its theory 
of the development of man through 
the vast stretches of millions of years 
which geology had already found 
necessary. Aside from questions of 
biological evolution, it may be safely 
said that scholarship is practically 
unanimous as to the general method 


_and process of evolution in the growth 


of men, society, civilization, language, 
religion and all the institutions of hu- 
manity. 

Evolution is a method and not a 
cause. 
Superficial scientific 


thinking of the nineteenth century 


tended to obscure faith in God. It has 
now become evident that religious 


faith easily makes its adjustment to all 
verified knowledge. It has been said, 
“Whoever says that he lost God 
through studying nature never really 
possessed Him.”’ In a conflict between 
verified science and unverified tradi- 


tional notions there is no sort of ques- . 


tion as to which will finally win. The 
truth was on the side of Copernicus 


Religion and philosophy deal 
with causation. 


and Galileo and Kepler, and the op- 
position to truth is bound to fail even 
though the opposition calls for a vote 
and shows a majority of hands. The 
truth is not determined by majorities, 
nor is its progress long resisted by ma- 
jorities. 

Dr. W. F. Tillett in “The Path That 
Leads to God,”’ wrote, ‘“‘To tie up the 
Bible with any theories of science, in 
any of its departments or with any 
theories of ethics as held in any 
period of history, is to imperil its au- 
thority in the only realm when we 
may properly claim that it is an 


authority, namely, in the realm of re- 


ligion where it is found to be of the 
highest value as a progressive revela- 
tion and progressive interpretation of 
the nature and will of God. Thus in- 
terpreted the Bible has no conflict 
with science.”’ 


In harmony with this Lord Kelvin, 
a great English scientist of the last 


century said: “Science is not antago- 
nistic but helpful to religion. If you 
think strongly enough, .you will be 
forced by science to the belief in God 
which is the foundation of all religion. 
| believe that the more thoroughly 
science is studied, the further does it 
take us from anything comparable to 
atheism.”

To hold 
io the faith that it is the purpose and 
plan of God to bring into this world 
an ideal order, the kingdom of God on 
earth requires a different conception 
of God from that of the Adventist who 
is looking for a speedy termination of 
the world order or the individualist 
who is interested only in saving his in- 
dividual soul. A _ well-known writer 
has said, “Extreme individualism has 


‘led to an absence of the sense of re- 


sponsibility for the social order which 
has from the beginning maimed and 
distorted Protestant Christianity.” 

We have passed from the God of 
Calvinistic theology who decided the 


destinies of men from before the 
foundation of the world to a God 
whose heart is set on a divine de- 


mocracy established in. our world, 
when men are to treat each other as 
brothers, and where justice and mercy 
shall lift the crushing burdens of pov- 
erty and despair from the backs of the 
unprivileged children of God. God 
our Father is deeply concerned that 
all of his children have a chance in 


this world as well as a chance for the 
future heaven.

The study of comparative religions 
has altered our conception of God in 
his attitude towards the different races 
of men. 

We believe that God has not left 
Himself without witness among all the 
races of men. 

We believe ‘‘that in every nation 
he that feareth God and worketh 
righteousness is accepted of him.” 

- We no longer hold to a divine par- 
tiality for ‘““There is no respect of per- 
sons with God.” 

We no longer regard the heathen 
system of belief as unmixed evil and... 
error, and hold in haughty contempt - 
the wisdom of their sages. All earnest 
seekers after God have caught gleams 
of the divine word and the divine wis- 
dom. The divine spirit has constantly 
brooded over all the races of hu- 
manity. | 

Dr. W. F. Tillett writes: “A change 
has come about in men’s attitude to- 
ward the heathen religions of the 
world. Most of the traditional types 
of theology prevalent in the past have 
interpreted these religions as false, as 
more satanic than divine in their 
origin and form of manifestation, and . 
have regarded the heathen, because of 
these false religions as children of the 
devil and as such necessarily without 
God and. without hope in the world. 
The modern science of Comparative 
Religions has on the contrary, more 
and more interpreted these religions as 
a proof of man’s search for God and 
as an honest and sincere expréssion 
of their faith in God, regarding them 
as something inadequate, erroneous, 
and unsatisfying, rather than as some 
thing false, sinful and satanic in origin 
and form. 

The Christian attitude would be one 
of recognition of the divine presence 
in all the yearning and striving, an& 
the holding forth of Jesus Christ as 
the consummation and fulfilment of 
all their imperfect ideas and ideals 
which have prepared the way for his 
coming.

HY not give us a brief article, 
in your sarcastic though sen- 
sible vein, inquired a cCor- 
respondent, suggesting what 
one should do who is trou- 
bled with gas? And I did 
just that by way of an answer. I sug- 
gested among other things that one so 
troubled should accept a Chautauqua 
lecture contract or mix Boycite with it. 

And the very correspondent who ask- 
ed the question got mad and raised 
ructions about it. I still maintain, how- 
ever, that the correspondent got pre- 
cisely what he asked for. 

It is as difficult to say anything 
sensible and not sarcastic about such 
a vague subject as it is to set down 
in half a column the proper pro- 
cedure for one obsessed with ‘‘indi- 
gestion” or “that tired feeling,” or 
“run down condition” or “autointoxi- 
cation.”” True, an experienced quack 
or patent medicine ad writer can do,a 
little job like that as neatly as the 
most exacting sucker could wish. But 
I haven’t had enough experience yet. 
I’m making a collection of booklets 
and other “‘literature,’? however, and 
some sad day when I get more air than 
I can weather I may select some of 
the more plausible ideas from all this 
fearful literature and fashion a novel 


and original argument of my own for: 


dealing with the gas problem. 


When a doctor gets a call for high 
gas pressure. at three o’clock in the 


morning the chances are he is going to. 


see a case of gallstones. If the emer- 
gency occurs in the third act of “Ba- 
logny” it is more likely to be appen- 
dicitis. 

When eructations or belchings of 
gas are very frequent, noisy and with- 
out much taste or odor, the gas is 
probably air which the = sufferer: in- 
voluntarily or unconsciously swallows 
when anxious or excited 


A woman engaged in large business 
affairs carried her responsibilities 


home and to bed with her. She had 
a college education—above the eye- 
brows. She had never learned how to 
live. It was her favorite indoor sport 
—she didn’t like outdoor recreations 
—to start pacing the floor soon after 
evening dinner, with ‘gas’? in her 
stomach embarrassing the action of 
her heart to such a degree, so she 
averred, that she dare not go to bed 
until she succeeded in eruetating large 
guantities of the ‘“‘gas.’’ She resorted 
to ail sorls of tricks to bring about 
the eructations. Finally a doctor, in 
the capacity of a friend, told her that 
she merely swallowed a lot of air and 
that it could do her no particular harm 
if she never belched any of it up, that 
is, if she would pay no further atten- 
tion to it she would have no more 
trouble. And by the help of a few 
well-timed diversions the doctor had 
the satisfaction of seeing the woman’s 
trouble ended in the way most of our 
troubles are ended, by forgetting them. 

In a few cases of achylia (absence 
of gastric juice) or absence of the 
normal hydrochloric. (muriatic) acid 
in the stomach considerable fermenta- 
tion may occur, producing gas in the 
Stomach. The gas formation in such 
cases is a minor feature of the illness. 

Any one with a normal acidity of 
the stomach may produce some car- 
bonic acid gas (carbon dioxid) by 
swallowing some sSsaleratus (sodium 
bicarbonate, soda), and some persons 
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like to produce their own gas in this 


‘way for the purpose of eructation. 


In another talk we will deal with 
borborygmus, the rumbling sound 
made by gas or air in the intestine.

Sodium Fluoride Kills Roaches and 
Smiths. 
Recently you suggested sprinkling 
sodium fluoride about the floor crev- 
ices and cracks and not sweeping it 
for a week or longer, as a means of 
ridding a house of cockroaches. You 
said sodium fluoride was harmless to 
man. Dr. William D. McNally, of 
Chicago, reported many cases of so- 
dium fluoride poisoning in man in an 
article in the Journal A. M. A., Sep- 
tember 8, 1923, four of which: were 
fatal. In one of our chemical trade 
journals a month ago I read of an- 
other death from the samé_ poison. 
Your recommendation of sodium fluo- 
ride as an insecticide is well founded, 
but you should accompany it by a 
forceful warning against hazards of its 
use, especially after the assurance you 
gave that it is harmless. (H. V. A.) 
Answer—Thank you for the good 


advice. Several other readers have 
written in about a case or cases of so- 
dium fluoride poisoning caused ~ 
some error in mixing the poison wi 

flour for baking bread or cake. In 
another case the sodium fluoride was 
administered in mistake for salts, 
Now, the best way to avoid mistaking 
such a poison for baking powder, med- 
icine or anything else that is at alt 
likely to find its way into anybody’s 
stomach, is to use all the sodium flue- 
ride at once, so that none is kept 
stored in the house. In fact, this rule 
should apply in the use of any kind of 
poisonous germicide, antiseptic, .insec- 
ticide, fumigant or disinfecjant. It is 
a crime to keep any dangerous poison

in the house, particularly when chil-"” 


dren are tolerated in the home. When- 
ever some unfortunate person swal- 
lows mercury tablets in mistake - for 
headache medicine or anything like 
that, there should be a large placard 
labeled CARELESSNESS tacked ‘on 
the door and for an epitaph this should 
be cut in the headstone: A VICTIM 
OF BAD HOUSEKEEPING.
